$7,000 to bring into power in revenge for 
Mayor Roche’s vigorous resistance of his 
claim. The defense, it may be supposed, 
was not made with much earnestness, Only 
$15.000 was rezovered. Mr. Altgeld was so 
well satisfied with that amount that he did 
not &pply for a new trial, but immediately: 
transferred his judgment to a well-known 
attorney in order to prevent a possibility of 
appeal. 

He blamed Judge Gary for the decision 
which prevented his getting the $26,494. 
Judge Gary is the only dne of the three Judges 
who rendered the judgment now on the bench. 
Altgeld has sought to get even with him. His 
animus against Judge Gary has grown in in- 
tensity since the judgment was filed in 1889.

ALTGELD’S STALE OLD GRUDGE. 
If I can catch him once upon the hip 

' I will feed fat the ancient grudge I bear him. 

Gov. Altgeld Owned some property on Mar- 
ket street, near Jackson, which he ciaimed 
was damaged by, the raising of the grade 
made necessary by the) construction of a 
bridge across the South Branch on the latter 
street. He sued and was given $26,000 in 
the lower court. The city carried the case to 
the Appellate Court, where it was successful. 
The case was remanded and retried, and 
finally the Governor got $16,000, Since 
then it has been decided in a similar suit re- 
garding property nearer to the bridge than 
his and more damaged, if any damage was 
done, that the owner had been benefited, not 
damaged, The final deliberate conclusion of 
the courts is that Altgeld should not have been 


‘given a cent. 


When the Appellate Court in April of 1889 
gave a decision reversing that of the lower 
court Altgeld was on the bench, It may have 


fend a brother Judge against the unfriendly 
criticisms which had been heaped on him for 
pressing a claim which had no equity that the 
three Appellate Court Judges—Moran, Gary, 
and Garnett—said in their opinion: 

From the facts disclosed by the record it ap- 
pears that the course pursued by the appellee 
{Altgeld} was fair. open, and free from any just 
grounds for censure. 

This infuriated Altgeld instead of gratifying 
him. He wanted money, not a coriplinjent. 
So he wrote and sent to the three Judges 
named above a furious letter, the full text of 
which, printed for the first time, will be found 
elsewhere in Taz Trisune. In that vindictive 
epistle he repudiated their courteous attempt 
to vindicate him and told them he wagtéd no 
certificate of character from them. He also 
told these three excellent Judges, each of 
them infinitely his superior in legal learning 
and good manners, that he had * long thought 
your court simply picked at the bark with its 
fingernails and seemed almost incapable of 
deciding a case on its merits”’; that it was.‘‘a 
kind of obstruction to the administration of 
justice by its so frequently reversing meritori- 
ous cases ’’—unjust suits for damages against 
the city, intended to transfer $26,000 from 
the pockets of taxpayers to those of avaricious 
Altgelds—so that ‘‘ honest men feel they 
might as well lose a claim at once as to under- 
take to litigate it through the courts”; and 
that he was “ satisfied the majority of the bar 
is of the same opinion,”’ hence “I decline to 
accept a certificate of good character at your 
hands, and I therefore ask that you strike that 
part of your opinion out.’’ Then after eriti- 
cising the law of the decision he concluded by 
stating that it'\was one ‘“‘some people would 
regard as a moral outrage ’’—Altgeld’s private 
opinion was that it was a financial outrage— 
that he did not want their praise and wished 
them to strike it out. 

The letter was particularly indecent because 
it was addressed by a Judge on the bench to 
his colleagues and associates. Any kindof a 
Judge—even a poor Judge like Altgeld— 
should have had a greater sense of propriety 
than he exhibited in addressing such a letter 
to his brother Judges. 

At the time this letter was written the 
opinion criticised in it might, for all Altgeld 
knew, have kept him from getting the $26,- 
000 he was hoping to pocket. The decision 
certainly saved $10,000 to.the taxpayers and 
deprived Altgeld of it. He does not seem to 
have forgotten that fact. He has nursed his 
ancient grudge. Se2n in the light of the let- 
terof 1889 the venomous and unnecessary 
assault on Judge Gary in.1898 can be under- 
stood with ease. Altgeld was paying off an 
old score. He was still harping on that ten 
thousand dollars. The special crime of the 
Judge who sentenced the Anarchists was not 
so much that he stood between the Anarchists 
and society as that he stood between Altgeld 
and the pockete of the taxpayers. The last 
act was an aggravation of the first. The fact 
that he was Governor made it possible for 
him to kill two birds with one stone; to lib- 
erate from the penitentiary men whose 
friends were his friends, and to make a public 
assault on the Judge who had done his duty 
by the people when. menaced by Altgeld’s 
greed, 

The document written in 1893 becomes 
more intelligible new that the one of 1889 
has come.to light, and at the same time be- 
comes more infamous, It may be possible 
to make some allowances for the person who 
abuses his position to assaila Judge who has 
run counter to his theories, but not for the 
person who attacks a Judge who decided 
against him in a case where nosheng but 
money was involved. 


FURTHER BREAK IN SILVER. 

The price of silver in the New York market 
yesterday declined to 684% cents per fine 
ounce, breaking 844 cents below the minimum 
quotation of Tuesday. This corresponds to 
barely 58 cents for the value of the pure 
metal in the United States dollar, and makes 
the commercial value of silver less than one- 


thirtieth that of an equal weight of gold, the ' 


ratio being 80 3-16. At this price $80 in 
gold would purchase as much silver as enters 
into the composition of 151 “standard” dol- 
lars, and there is a loss of $163,770,000 on 
the 458,109,529 ounces purchased by the 
United States j dn the twenty years ending with 
last December, to say nothing of the further 
loss on the purchases of the last six months. 
The severe decline of this week, amounting 
to 11 per cent, is ascribed to the action of the 
India Council in resolving to stop the free 
coinage of silver in that country. 22g the 
step reported was only a proximate cause, the 
result of other causes that had long been in 
operation. It was like the caving-in of a bank 
that had been undermined slowly by the ac- 
tion of a water current. It was the removal 
of gone of the props which haye long held up 


' silver at far above its actual value as deter- 


mined by the steadily decreasing cost of pro- 
duction for all of the metal that is really 
wanted. A portion of the 152,000,000 


ounces of silver turned out in the world last 


year cost more than 60 cents per ounce, Hut 
for the greater part by far the cost of produc- 
tion was much less than that figure, and there 
was only an artificial market for the excess. 
The government and people of the United 
States took a little more than 40 per cent of 
the total, and the remaining 60 per cent was 
about equally divided between India and the 
rest of “the world. Now that India has 
dropped out the folly of this country alone 
trying to hold up the market is more apparent 
than ever before, and the result should be a 
swift abandonment of the effort.

It appears also that it was agreed a short 
time ago by the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion that Western lines might, if they saw fit, 
make excursion rates of one fare for the round 
trip to the World’s Fair after Aug. 1. The 
Atchison road, justly dissatisfied with that 
tardy concession, insists that the.special rates 
must be made before that time. _It makes 
that demand not for|sentimental but for busi- 
ness reasons. It says: 

After a careful canvass of the situation, particu- 
larly west of the Missouri River, we find no 
grounds for the belief/that our present business 
will materially inerease during the World’s Fair 
period unless some concession is made to the 
popular demand for lower rates. 
share the opinion that if cheap excursions are 
run on all special trains and dates, with, say, a 
ten-day limit, our present World’s Fair 
traffic will suffer any material reduction, be- 
cause it is our observation: that the present traf- 
fic is largely created by people who would not be 
content to take the more democratic excursiok 
trains without sleeping cars or dining cars and 
with short limit for thé return. 7 

A spirit of resentment is being created in the 
minds of the Western people against the rail- 
roads which. if allowed to grow, can only work 
tothe embarrassment of the railroads, This 
feeling can be prevented or dissipated by recog- 
nizing the popular demand for cheap excursions. 
Sinee the World’s Fair rates were agreed upon 
the financial conditions in the West have made 
people m6re conservative in their expenditures, 
and this, added to the previous condition of 
high rates, has tended to keep people at home. 
So far as we are concerned we place our position 
not on sentiment but on purely business grounds. 
We want to earn the most money possible, and 
so long as wehhave from 80 to 100 idle’ coaches 
every day opAhe one hand and crowds of people 

pay us as high excursion rates as we 

get on the other hand, we know that we 

are losing money by allowing those coaches to 
remain idle, ‘ 

In conclusiin the Atchison urges the need of 
immediate action: to meet the popular de- 
mand and earn more money for the roads. 

The Atchison says now what Tuz Trisuye 
has been saying all along. It would have 
been much better for all concerned had the 
advice of this paper been taken a month 
ago. Then those. persons who are spoken‘of 
as* having given up the idea of attend- 
ing the Exposition would have increased 
the business of the roads and the at- 
tendance at the Fair. The policy of the rail- 
ways was greedy and short-sighted. One of 
them at least has come to see that such was 
thecdse. Repentance and reformation should 
not be delayed one day. All the Western 
roads should join with the Atchison and 
give the people of the regions they 
traverse “the ecustomary’’ ‘chance to 
see the Fair during July at reasonable 
rates, as well as during subsequent months. 
By doing that they will allay that ‘‘ spirit of 
resentment’’ which the Atchison speaks of. 
Otherwise it will grow more bitter and more 
general. Lower the rates to what they should 
be instead of making disingenuous statements 
intended to make people believe that they 
have been reduced when they. have not been 
as much * “as p has bee nD customary in the past.”’

The grand jury charges that the Drainage 
Trustees and the City Héalth Department are 
to blame and the trustees place the responsi- 
bility on the city. President Wenter of the 
Draiuage Board curtly refers to-the proposi- 
tion of the trustees to take charge of the 
Bridgeport pumping station a year ago and 
the refugal of the City Coundil to submit,

City Engineer Arting- 
stall complains: about the new pump at 
Bridgeport and the dikes built by the con- 
tractors of the drainage district to divert the 
Desplaines River. The plan employed to 
purify the river is to pump a sufficient amount 
of water from the Chicago River at Bridge- 
port into the Illinois and Michigan Canal 
to cause fresh water to tlow

Somé years ago a ditch known as Ogden’s 
River to 
the Chicago River at Bridgeport.. So much 
objection, was made to this ditch that a dam 
was built at its west end so that it co not 
conduct more water to the Chicago River 
than would the natural contour of the land 
prior to the building of the ditch when the 
Desplaines overflowed. 


Never Before So Badly Polluted. 


It is admitted by all that the water of the 
river has never been so badly polluted as 
within the last two weeks, and how to provide 
a temporary remedy has not been gested. 
About a year ago, just after the city re- 
fused to turn t ridge epost pumps over to 
the Drainage Trustees, the work of putting in 
new pumps was commenced by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. A contract was made 
for four Courtwright pumps, the combined 
capacity of which was claimed to be over 
100,000 cubic feet a minute. They were to 
be placed by May 1. Only one has 
been put in and it has 
tested, and Cit ineer . 
is doubtful as to whether it will prove a suc- 
cess. According to Mr, Artingstall the pumps 
have been puinping 45,000 cubic feet this 
month. A report submitted to a mee of 
the Drainage Trustees yesterday b Chief 
Engineer Randolph and prepared by first 
assistant, T. ‘I’. Johnson, shows this record on 
‘the pumps for June: 
a Cu, ft. a minute.

‘The report. also showed that June 5 the 
flood waters came over the Ogden dam into 
the Chicago River at the rate of 5,100 cubic 
feet a minute; June 10 at the rate of 97,500 
cubic feet a minute; June 11, 104 eubic feet 
a minute; June 12, 'b7, 300 cubic feet a min- 
ute; J une 14, 22,800 cubic feet a minute; 
June 15, 4, 200 cubic feet a minute; June 21, 
37,200 eubic feet a minute; June 2, 83,400 
cubic feet a minute; June 33, 45,900 cubic 
feet a minute; and i une 24, 7,800 cubic feet 
a minute. Since June 24 no water has been 
flowing over the *dam., the water is 
coming in at the rate of 104,400 cubic feet a 
minute close to the puinping station it is not 
surprising that pumps doing work at less than 
45,000 cubic feet a minute could not divert 
the flow.

Trustees and their engineers, who have taken 
the gauges. In the first place they state that 
these dikes have not been connected and éay 
there is ——— to Beoeees the water from, 
spreading over the bottom.

INSURANCE NEWS. 


The Fargo losses by the general conflagra- 
tion of June 7 have been pretty’ well determined 
by insurance adjusters on the epot. The follow- 
ing official schedule of the adjustment, giving 
the-amounts of loss sustained by the respective 
companies, is the first otal ublication of 
the amounts togethor. The total is $1,275,900. 
It is about 95 per cent of the total ‘Secaunanan in- 
volved, but probably not over 60 per cent of the 
loss of property sustained ;

ILLINOIS CORN AN A AN AVERAGE CROP. 


ianinaiie to the State Bo: Board of Agricultute 
Indicate It to Be Such. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ih, June 28.—{Special.}—From 
reports received from crop correspobdents June 
20 the Lilinois State Board of Agriculture has 
obtained the following data in regard to corn. 
wheat, and oats. The area in corn this season is 
2 per cént larger than last year in the northern 
division of the State, and 5 per cent below that 
of 1892. Owing to the wet weather much corn 
had to be replanted, and the June 20 condition is 
but 88 per cent of an average, being 97 r 
cent. of an average in the northern di- 


vision. 90 per cent in the central 
and 78 per cent in the southern division. 
This is 19 per cent better than on the corre- 


sponding date last. year, and it is hoped that with © 


“corn weather’ during the summer the 
corn crop will be nearly an average. The seed 
this spring wee not quite so as usual. 
woe condition of winter wheat has improved 
ints since May 1 in both at el and Cen- 
a linois, but in the southern division its 
condition is two points below that of May 1. 
Harvest has commenced in but a few of the 
southern counties, so that it is impossible at this 
date to form an estimate of the yielf per acre. 
In a few counties rust and smut are reported in 
wheat, but not to a great extent. 

The oats crop is erocnseaay at this date, being 
in full average condition all over the State, an 
improvement since May 1 of 10 per cent. Owing 
to heavy rains in some localities there is a 
little danger of oats lodging, the heads bein 
heavy, but none has been reported so far. With 
an area 5 per cent larger than in 1892 and the 
large yield per acre now pn the oat crop 
will be one of the largest of late years.

The Money Situation a Potent Factor in 
to the Lowest Figures in Many Years= 
Liquidation the Rule—Corn ‘Shares the

‘The bottom seemed to fall out of the silver 
market yesterday. Quotations in New York 
went to 68% and closed at the lowest for the 
day and the lowest in its history. The market — in 
a decidedly demoralized condition. The de- 
moralization was not confined to silver cortifi- 
cates. It extended throughout the entire list of 
stocks in Wall street and some quotations were 
made which were as low as have been tonched at 
any time during the present crisis. The depres- 
sion of the geueral market was not intimately 
connected with the depression of silver. The 
market had advanced Tuesday on rumors of gold 
imports and an early session of Congress to re- 
peal the Sherman law. Traders had not stopped 
to see if there was any truth in these rumors but 
had bought stocks and marked up prices on them 
nevertheless. It developed yesterday that there 
was no foundation for either statement; no gold 
has been engaged for import nor will there be 


without a further decline in sterling. Neither has 


there been any call for an extra session of Con- 
gress, and there does not seem to be much proba- 
bility that Congress will be brought together be- 
The chief influence in depress- 
ing the New York market is outside of ary of 
these matters, however. The money market was 
as tight there as it has been at any time during 
the present financial trouble. Call loans were 
bid up to 60 per cent and the market did not 
drop back to a normal! point before the close, as 
has been the rule for several days. The last loan 
was at 20 per cent and it seemed almost impossi- 
ble to get money. The indications, as seen from 
here, point to a decidedly unfavorable situation 
in New York and some other Eastern cities. 
Philadelphia's situation is the occasion of con- 
siderable comment. The New York banks are 
steadily increasing their clearing-house certifi- 
cates. Yesterday there were issued $1,230,000, 
which brings the opted be, bo a. ,030,000. 

There seemed to be of sympathy what- 
ever between the local stock market and con- 
ditions elsewhere in the financial world.
